Dear Mrs. Bolden: 

I am th6 euthor of four published books on the Kennedy assassination, 
the man with whom the CIA and the Cuban involvement in the assassina- 
tion originates, and the only one to my knowledge continuing work in 
this aspect. I am writing you after receiving from a friend a copy 
of a letter from a friend he shares with your husband referring to 
Cuban names known to the Secret 3ervice prior to the assassination. 

Sometime ago a nan in the field of communications in western Massa- 
chusetts arid apparently a friend of your husband's tried to interest 
me in your husband's case. I explained to him that I was working 20 
hours a day, seven days a week, and oouldn't begin to get done what I 
felt I must and that I had to have some assurances of the possibility 
of getting information that would enable me to accomplish something. 
This was without apparent success. I have, of course, from time to 
time defended your husband on radio and TV programs and charged that 
he was officially framed. 

I have information about Cuban involvement in the assissination that 
no one else baa, including Mr. Harrison whom I help snd who is my 
friend. It is essential that I keep some of it secret, and I do. It 
is partly for this reason that I sm writing you because I would like 
to ask that you send me every scrap of information your husband has 
conveyed to you about this. I will keep whatever you tell me in the 
strictest confidence if you so desire or share it with those you 
might want informed. I hope you will not believe it immodest when 
I tell you I think I have a wider knowledge of the assassination than 
anyone else and can in some cases find meaning and information where 
others do not. 

I will see Mr. Garrison within the next few days and will discuss 
this with him in genefalities . Unless your husband placed a reser- 
vation on the information he gave Mr. Alcock of Mr. Harrison's office 
when Mark Lane accompanied him, I believe he will make it available 
to me. However, I again assure you that it is possible Mr. Alcock 
and Mr. Lane may not have appreciated the significance of some in- 
formation your husband may have provided. 

If there is any way in which you want to check on me, let me know; 
but I think immediately, because you are in Chicago, you might make 
inquiry of Jerry Williams, Don Cannon or Dan O'Connell at WBBM or 
Bruce Dumont at WBKB-TV, channel 7« Parenthetically, let me add 
thet if there is any way in which you think they could help you, 
please use my name; and if there is any way in which you want to 
interest them in publicity on your husband's case and want to use 
me in it in any way, accept my assurances I am more than anxious 
to help.

If I may, I would like to make these suggestions: 

First, I have been asked to serve on the Committee of Inquiry on 
the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther King, have accepted, and, 
with your permission, would like where it may seem appropriate to 
make your husband's case part of it. 

Second, I understand your husband has had psyckiatric examinations, 
possibly only by medical school graduates who have not yet even com- 
pleted their internship, and that he apparently is apprehensive 
about the medioation prescribed and their "diagnosis". I think a 
competent psychiatric examination can be arrsngod if you so desire 
and that, wore it refused, the publicity would be helpful to your 
husband's case. I C6n drew upon prominent men in the field in that genera!) 
area, I believe. 

Third, if he has not done so and even if it would be subject to cen- 
sorship, I would like to encourage your husband to make e full and 
detailed record of everything that he knows, believes, suspects, or 
even Just wonders about. While I can make no esnurances, I can 
offer to attempt to interest my literary agent in this. Whether 
or not your husband desires to do 6 book or any other presentation, 

I think that, as a matter of historical importance, in his interest, 
yours and that of any children, he should do this. 

It is a reasonable presumption that both my mail and my telephone are 
publio. However, quite obviously, I use both services for there is 
no other choice. If you have any apprehension about the interception 
of anything you might send me, may I suggest that you sand it by 
registered mail, whioh requires that the post office account for every 
Qiinute of its possession and to keep it constantly under look and key, 
using the return address of a friend. Or, if you have apprehensions 
of your own along these lineB, I think those gentlemen whose names I 
mentioned In Chicago or a well-established lawyer who is a friend of 
mine of 30 years standing would act as intermediary. 

I enclose a list of those books I have published end if there are any 
ycu do not have, I will be happy to send them to you free eo that you 
oan give thereto your hsbend. Possibly he may make sense out of some 
things that I do not fully understand. I certainly wish it were pos- 
sible to show him my extensive files on the Cubans. 

A men whose name I remember as De Lavelle was arrested in Chicago 
immediately before the assassination and all Information about the 
8rrest was suppressed for sometime. If you have any knowledge per- 
tinent to this, I would welcome it. 

And if there is anyway in which you think I oan help your husband, 
ask me. If I can, I will do it.
